Child  He’alth  Day.  The  idea  of  using  May  Day  to  cell  attention  to  the  needs  of 
children,  originated  with  the  American  Child  Health  Association  of  Hew  York  City 
some  four  ’ears  ago.  The  emphasis  of  the  observance  Ox  tnis  day  is  gradually 
changing  from  a one  day’s  festival  to  an  all  year  around  observance  and  permanent 

child  health  and  child  welfare  program. 

A state -wide  advisory  committee  has  been  formed  consisting  of  leaders 
in  health  and  welfare  activities,  such  as  Governor  J 3.  Erickson,  Chancellor 
Brannon,  Mrs.  J.  V/.  Walker  of  Helena,  Mrs.  Sara  Morse,  Hiss  Blanche  Lee  of 
Bozeman,  the  heads  of  the  various  churches  of  the  state,  and  others.  Local  chair- 
men have  been  appointed  in  every  county  and  programs  are  oeing  arranged  with  con- 
siderable enthusiast.  Inf ornation  concerning  the  Hay  Day  plans  for  Montana  may 
be  obtained  by  addressing  the  State  May  Day  Chairman,  care  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  Helena,  Montana. 

THE  PRE-SCHOOL  HOUND-UP.  A few  years  ago  the  national  congress  of  parents  and 
teachers  instituted  what  is  known  as  the  Pre-School  Round-Up.  Tr.is  Round-up  is 
carried  on  through  local  Parent— Teacher  circles  that  are  affiliated  with  the 
state  and  national  congress.  The  idea  of  the  Round-up  is  to  see  that  every  pne— 
school  child  that  will  enter  school  for  the  first  time  in  the  autumn  will  enter 
in  the  best  possible  physical  condition.  These  children  are  gathered  together 
by  means  of  a diagnostic  clinic  sometime  during  May  or  early  June.  A committee 
is  then  appointed  from  the  local  -Parent— Teacher  Association  to  do  the  follow-up 
work  by  means  of  home  visiting  and  to  urge  the  parents  to  have  any  defects  found 
at  the  clinic  corrected  during  the  summer  months.  The  emphasis  is  made  on  having 
these  defects  corrected  through  the  efforts  of  the  parents  by  their  family  phy- 
sician. A second  diagnostic  clinic  is  held  in  September  or  October  and  the  per- 
centage of  improvements  determined.  A report  of  the  progress  made,  together  wi  h 
._a. ustory  of  the  methods  used,  is  then  sent  to  the  national  congress  by  those, 
circles  wishing  to  compete  for  a prize.  This  pro-school  Round-up  gives  promise 
of  being  one  of  the  finest  thing's  ever  undertaken  for  the  health  of  our  children.
